we 
returned to Duffy’s place and sat at a 
table near the bar 
Miss Come and 
her girl friend, both of whom 
we 
knew from Sikeston, were seated at 
table in the main room with 
two 
men. 
We asked them to «lance with us, 
but their escorts objected and 
vve 
danced ourselves. 
“While we were

Intriguing 
name, 
that which is given 
to 
historically 
famous little town in Saline County, 
perched high upon a 
bluff 
looking 
down upon the winding Missouri riv­ 
er. 
A name which brings to 
min, 
pictures of the 
Indians 
who once 
lived there, making their camp about 
the big spring which flows a wonder­ 
ful stream of clear, 
cold 
drinking 
water. 
These Indians were the first 
residents of Arrow Rock which takes 
tis name from the arrow-like 
shape 
of the huge bluff upon 
which 
the 
town is located. 
The town is as interesting 
as its

Founded as it was, in 
1807,

Jack­ 
son then asked the doctor for

hand of his second daughter and

She also died and

short time later he came back

ask for the third daughter. 
Dr. Sap­ 
pington looked at him a while

then said: 
“Well, you may take her, 
but if she dies, for God’s sake don’t 
come back and ask for the old wom­ 
an”. 
The thing of most interest in A r­ 
row Rock today is the Old Tavern. It 
s a treasure house of historical relics 
md papers.

Tavern 
was 
built in 18,30 by Judge Joseph Hus-

Arrow 
Rock was then in its 
heydey. 
The 
town was a great steam boat center, 
t very boat ascending the river mak­ 
ing a stop there. 
The Sante Fe trail, 
running from Old Franklin through 
to Sante Fe New Mexico, over which 
wagon trains passed, ran through the

doors. 
So, it was natural, the tavern 
| should bestowr its 
hospitality

j some famous 
characters

night. 
W ashington Irving, Kit Car­ 
son and Lafayette all were harbored 
within its walls and practically all of 
the men famous in the history of the 
state, stopped there at one 
tim e 
or 
another. 
Today, its hospitality is 
no 
less 
known. 
The State of Missouri dur­ 
ing the adm inistration of 
Governor 
Hyde, bought the Old Tavern, which, 
since the day of its opennig, had been 
continually serving the public, and j 
delivered it into the hands of the D. 
A. R’s. to restore and preserve as a 
historic landm ark for future genera­ 
tions. 
The 
D. A. R’s. 
have made 


the restoration and hte tavern now is 
again serving the public. It has gain­ 
ed, rath er than lost, in charm. 
The 
old bricks seem the 
same, the 
old 
block in front from which the slaves 
were sold, is the same, as is the tav- 
t rn sign and the fish w eather 
vane 
whcih tw irls about on top 
varying 
with the wind. 
But within, there is 
a marked dierence. 
Gone are 
the 
dingy old walls, the dirt 
and 
the 
grime of years. 
But all is in keep­ 
ing with the pioneer period. The wall 
paper and furnishings are most 
a t­ 
tractive. 
And one finds all of 
the 
historic old relics. 
In the rest room are old firearms, 
belonging to Daniel Boone, Governor 
Jackson and other notables. 
There 
are spinning wheels, lod desks, chairs, 
tables, samples, quilts and old-fash­ 
ioned furniture of all sorts. 
There is 
a feahtered head band belonging to 
the Indian Chief. Geronimo. There is 
i huge pistol, which was built in Lon­ 
don for the pirate, Captain Kill. This 
pistol is inlaid with gold and silver 
and at one time was set with tw-elve 
diamonds. 
The stones are gone from 
their settings, but you may see they 
were there. 
The pistol is valued by 
its owner at $120«. 
There are sever­ 
al original paintings by the 
fam ous 
artist, Bingham. 
There are powder 
horns and flasks. 
There are the old 
saddle hags and medicine cases of Dr. 
Sappington. 
The walls are covered 
with antiques, all labeled and 
over 
which one can spend many hours of 
fascinated study. 
The tables in the dinnig room, the 
silver, and the dishes are all of the 
period.

HOUSE-WRECKING ANTS CAUSE 
DAMAGE TO MANY BUILDINGS 


Buildings and homes all over 
the 
country are being torn down in the 
very presence of 
their 
inhabitants 
who often are unaware 
of the fact. 
New houses as well as old concrete 
buildings as well as frame structures, 
are slowly but surely crumbling 
on 
their foundations. 
All this wanton 
destruction is the work of a 
small 
white ant, ghost-like in its whiteness 
and mysterious ways, but very world­ 
ly in its wood-destroying activities. 
It is impossible to 
estimate 
the 
damage done by this native insect, or 
term ite as it is called by entomolo­ 
gists, but actual repair bills resulting 
from termite damage amount to mill­ 
ions of dollars annually, says T. E. 
Snyder, etomologist 
of the 
United 
States Department of 
Agriculture. 
Recently it was necessary 
for 
one 
Government 
department 
to 
spend 
§25,000 to repair a temporary build­ 
ing damaged by termites. 
A simple 
precaution in constructing the build­ 
ing would have prevented the possi­ 
bility of attack by the ants. 
Praetiw lly all of the 42 species of 
this house-wrecking ant are of sub­ 
terranean habit. 
If they can be kept 
from reaching woodwork 
from 
the 
ground they cannot survive 
in 
the 
building. 
They 
need 
a continuous 
contact with the soil as a source of 
w ater supply in order to carry 
on 
their burrowing work in the wood of 
the building. 
It is a simple m atter 
to so insulate a building, says 
Mr. 
Snyder, that this water supply will be 
cut off. 
Plans are under way to 
erect 
a 
small model building on the depart­ 
ment grounds which will demonstrate 
various ways of preventing 
termite 
damage.

It is a common and reasonable as- 
-umption that parents often share a 
moral responsibility for the conduct 
>f their children. 
But that the par­ 
ents should be held legally account- 
ible is an unusual view\ It is the po­ 
rtion however, of .Joseph Nicolai of 
Chicago, assistant state’s 
attorney, 
who has been in charge of 
prosecu­ 
tion of lurge numbers of eases 
in­ 
volving attacks upon 
young 
girls. 
This official has declared that parents 
who permit girls under 18 years old 
to be on the streets at night without 
proper supervision 
are 
helping 
to 
make the attacks possible and 
adds 
that “if parents are negligent 
they 
should be prosecuted for contributing 
to delinquency.” 
Some parents, no doubt, may be in­ 
clined to resent such an interpreta­ 
tion of responsibility. 
They may re­ 
gard it as an intrusion 
upon 
their 
own affairs, holding that the degree 
of supervision 
they 
exercise 
over 
their children is the proper concern 
only of themselves. 
That position is 
tenable only when the safety of the 
children, the welfare of the public or 
the maintenance of law and order are 
not involved. 
But where these 
ele­ 
ments enter, and it seems they were, 
in part at least, a 
feature 
of 
the 
Chicago case, there can be no ques­ 
tion that responsibility should 
ex­ 
tend beyond the young 
people. 
A 
wide acceptance and application 
of 
the view of this official would help 
to bring a needed awrakening as 
to 
the duties of those who have assumed 
responsibility for children, but 
fail 
to exercise it.—K. C. Star.

Floyd C. Shoemaker 
Sixty-three years ago this 
week 
was fought the last fatal duel of note 
in which a Missourian was particip 
ant. 
This was the famous 
Marma 
duke-Walker encounter of September 
6, 1863. With it, 
practically 
closed 
Missouri’s nationally knowm record of 
half a century of affairs on the “field 
of honor”. 
Dueling had already lost 
prestige before this 
and 
Missouri’s 
Bladensburg, “Bloody Island”, 
was 
no longer the rendezvous of 
gentle 
men seeking satisfaction from 
fan­ 
cied insult 
or 
imputed cowardice 
Changing social customs forced 
it 
beyond the pale. 
By the opening of 
the Civil War dueling had practical­ 
ly ceased in Missouri. 
Duels in America w’ere frequent be­ 
tween the officers of the army 
and 
navy until 1850. 
During the 
Civil 
War no such encounters occurred 
in 
the Union army, but several duels 
were fought between Confederate of­ 
ficer«. 
Of 
these 
the 
Marmaduke- 
Walker duel wms perhaps the 
most 
conspicuous. 
Both men were generals in Price’s 
army. 
After the defeat of the Con­ 
federate troops at Helena, Ark., 
in 
1863, a little feeling grew up between 
the generals Marmaduke and Walker, 
which was intensified into a quarrel 
after the appearance of their respec 
tive reports on the retreat from Hel 
ma to Little Rock. 
Marmaduke’s re­ 
quest for removal of his division from 
Walker’« command or the acceptance 
of his unconditional resignation 
was 
nterpreted as an intimation of cow' 
ardice on the part of Walker, his su 
perior officer. 
The latter, quick 
to 
respond to this affront to his person­ 
al courage, challenged Marmaduke to 
a duel. 
Marmaduke accepted, nam­ 
ing Colts navy revolvers as the weap- 
ms; distance fifteen paces. 
Preliminaries 
were 
speedily 
ar­ 
ranged and at 
six 
o’clock 
on the 
morning of September 6, 1863, sev­ 
en miles 
below 
Little 
Rock, 
the 
meeting took place. 
The first shots 
were fired almost simultaneously and 
without effect, Walker’s bullet tak- 
ng off a twig directly over Marma- 
luke’s head. At the second fire, Mar­ 
maduke’s shot pierced Walker’s body 
through the lungs, causing 
him 
to 
reel and fall. 
Walker, mortally hurt, 
was taken 
to Little Rook, where he 
lied. 
Murmaduke was arrested, but. 
hi* services being valuable, he 
was 
oon released. 
John S. Marmaduke, the victor of 
the encounter, was a native of Saline 
county, the son of M. M. Marmaduke, 
w'ho was 
governor 
of 
Missouri in 
1844. 
John S. Marmaduke attended 
Yale and Harvard, and was graduat- 
de from West Point in 1867. 
Altho’ 
the father was a staunch Unionist, 
the son joined the ranks of the Con­ 
federates, for he felt that the Feder­ 
al armies had not the right to invade 
the State. 
Intrepidity coupled with 
sagacity won 
him 
distinction 
and 
promotion in the army. 
His career 
during this period was so striking as 
to place him among “Missouri’s five 
distinguished Confederate leaders”. 
At the close of the War 
Marma­ 
duke turned his energies 
to politics. 
His activities in this field culminated 
in his election to the governorship of 
Missouri in 1885. 
He died on Decem­ 
ber 27, 1887, while in office. 
General Lucien Marsh Walker, the 
unfortunate victim of this encounter, 
is reported to have been a native of 
Georgia. 
He was a graduate of West. 
Point and had settled 
in 
Memphis, 
Tenn., where he became a merchant. 
On the outbreak of the war he 
or­ 
ganized a company of Tennesseans 
and quickly rose in rank. 
He, 
too, 
comported himself with 
distinction 
as a general, and his untimely death 
was regrettable. 
While many duels ended in hand 
shaking and jocularity, and have now 
become humorous anecdotes, tragedy 
distinguished most events of this na­ 
ture. 
The true character of dueling 
¡3 well illustrated 
in 
its effect 
on 
Thomas H. Benton, who probably had 
a wider association with duels than 
any other Missourian. 
He himself 
was a duelist; he was a historian of 
duels; as a lawyer he defended duel­ 
ist* in court; he published a defense1 
of duels. 
Yet on his 
deathbed 
he 
dictated: 
“A duel at St. Louis ended 
fatally, of which Colonel Benton has 
not 
been heard to 
speak 
except 
among intimate friends, nnd to tell 
of the pang which w’ent through his 
heart w'hen he sawr the young man 
fall, and would have given the world 
to see him restored to life. 
As proof 
of the manner in which he looks up­ 
on those scenes and bis desire to bury 
all rememberances of them forever, 
he has had all 
his 
papers 
burned 
which related to them, that no fu­ 
ture curiosity 
or 
industry 
should 
bring to light what he wished 
had 
never happened”. 
Stripped of the glamour of roman­ 
ticism, dueling was little more than 
the needless 
sacrifice 
of 
valuable 
life. The custom existed long enough 
in America to become a shame to the 
nation. 
Eventually, however, it end 
ed in extinction along with such bar- 
burous customs as the whipping post, 
the pillory, 
and lrnpi iaonment 
for 
debt. 


WHAT LAWS DO YOU BREAK? 


We bewail the almost universal vi­ 
olation of the prohibition laws, both 
by those 
who sell 
it and the equal­ 
ly guilty person who encourages him 
in his violations by buying his con­ 
traband goods. 
And wre 
do 
make 
some rather fine distinctions in 
our 
laws of conduct. 
A man who know- 
ingly buys stolen property is 
made 
a party to the crime. 
The man who 
incites to riot and bloodshed is con­ 
sidered a party to th# crime, the man 
who bribes is equally guilty before 
the law, but the man who encourages 
someone to break the law by selling 
or making liquor is not held respon­ 
sible. 
But the point we wanted to make is 
that we lament the almost universal 
violation of 
the 
liquor laws, 
yet 
there are other laws that are equal­ 
ly violated and little said 
about it. 
The practice of giving bad checks is 
one of the most flagrant practices of 
law breaking. 
There is not 
a day 
passes that the number of bad checks 
does not run into the scores in every 
community the size of Poplar Bluff 
Nobody is ever prosecuted or punish­ 
ed. 
In the big cities it has become 
such a nuisance that greater atten­ 
tion is given to the checks received 
than to the credit extended. 
Prose 
cuting officers and eou»*t officials 
in 
the cities will no longer consider 
a 
prosecution for issuing a bad check, 
so prevalent is the violation. 
Liquor laws are not the only ones 
being violated. Traffic law’s and many 
others are as generally violated 
as 
the liquor laws. It is time that every 
man who wants protection 
by 
law 
should become a law’ respecting citiz­ 
en himself. 
Until we make a per 
sonal matter of it, we w’ill not get a 
collective observance of law.— Poplar 
Bluff Republican.

POSTMISTRESS 


According to a Washington 
dis­ 
patch, the men are in danger of los 
ng out in the matter of postoffice ap­ 
pointments. 
It is >aid an analysis of 
presidential appointments during the 
last session of Congre-M shows 
that 
of the 6511 vacancies, one-fifth were 
given to women. 
We presume that in the main the 
appointments of women were to 
of­ 
fices in the smaller towns and 
vil- 
ages. 
As a rule, political expediency 
has a part in filling the pottoffices in 
the big centers of population, 
and 
women are not yet as proficient 
as 
men in the political game. 
Where the dutit-s of the office are 
not arduous, 
however, 
we 
should 
hink that the postmistress w'ould fit 
in well. 
Usually, in the small towns, 
Uncle Sam’s postal affairs are con- 
luctcd as a side line to some private 
busiñoes, -u<h as drugs, merchandise, 
etc. 
If the po.tmaster happens to be 
engaged in a game 
of checkers 
or 
pitching h<>rscshoes, the distribution 
of mail, purchase of stamps and oth- 
r postoffice business must wait un- 
il the game is ended. 
With a postmistress, instead of 
a 
postmaster, in charge, it is probable 
there will be a change for the better 
and patron.« of the office will be more 
promptly served. 
In addition, the appintment 
of 
a 
postmistress will do away with any 
excuse 
that 
a 
potential producer 
might have for loafing, and if

postmistress insists on business be­

H U OIL WELL 
MAKING PROGRESS 


Topping the trees in height, stands 
the derrick of the oil well which is be­ 
ing eunk one mile south of Himmel. 
It teem s strange to see the top 
of 
that derrick rising above 
the tree* 
'out in that country where, not many 
years ago, the water stood over ev ­ 
erything form ing one great, almost 
impenetrable swamp, 
out 
of which 
great cypress, gum and water oaks 
reared their heads. 
Snakes sported 
lazily about in the water. 
Clouds of 
mosquitoes darkened the air, 
bears, 
wolves, panthers and wild life of all 
kinds found a Happy refuge in the re- 
ceases of the swamps. 
Now the old swamp 
is 
drained. 
Gone is the water and the wild life. 
Gone too is the virgin timber, but the 
country is still 
wild 
and 
desolate 
looking. 
Scrub oak has replaced the 
old timber and it it in the m idst of 
this second growth timber that 
the 
Himmel Oil derrick is plaeed. As you 
leave the lonely lane from which you 
first catch sight of the derrick, you 
drop down upon the flat of the 
old 
swamp bed, black gumbo, still damp 
and clingy, and for a moment the tim ­ 
ber shuts out sight of the derrick. 
But you hear a steady b-lump, 
b- 
lump, b-lump. 
Then a* you come in­ 
to the clearing, yon see the drilleis 
at work. 
The b-lump, b-lump, b-lump 
is caused by the fall of the walking 
beam upon the header as it 
raises 
und lets the huge steel bit drop into 
the well. 
This walking beam is 
a 
huge 
oak 
timber, 
twenty 
feet in 
length and some three feet square. It 
ii» pivoted in the center and is con­ 
nected 
to 
a 
huge 
balance 
wheel, 
which, as it revolves, causes the w alk­ 
ing beam to pivot up and down. Each 
time it comes up, 
it raises 
the bit 
some four or five feet in 
the 
well, 
then, as it descondes, 
the bit drives 
down into the rock and sand. 
The bit 
is suspended upon an inch steel ca­ 
ble, that unwinds 
from 
a 
monster 
spool upon the other side of the der­ 
rick, and stretches up to the top of 
the derrick and there over a pulley 
and down through a governing clamp 
into the well. 
As the bit eats down 


into the rock, the governing clamp is 
opened to let the cable down deeper 
into the well. 
This is kept regulated 
by the drillers 
who 
keep 
careful 
watch all the time. 
The power is furnished by a steam 
engine which turns the balance wheel 
ind which also is arranged so that it 
can be hooked onto all of the other 
appartus. 
The boilers for the engine 
are quite a distance from the drilling 
machinery, the steam running thru 
pipe lines to the engine. 
It’s hard to give a minute and ac­ 
curate description of the 
work 
of 
drilling, but it is fascinating work 
to watch. 
In the center of the der­ 
rick is the mouth of the well, an lb- 
inch steel casing out of which flows 
a stream of artesian 
water 
which 
rises and falls with the rise and fall 
>{ the bit, nearly fifteen hundred feet 
below. 
The men in charge of the drilling, 
Harry Foltz and Ray 
McLoughlin, 
seem to know their work thoroughly. 
There isn’t the least bit of waste m *- 
tion in their 
actions. 
They 
make 
every movement count. 
"Wouldn’t that well be w oith mon­ 
ey in Sikeston”, McLoughlin remark­ 
ed as we sat there watching the flow 
from the mouth of the pipe. 
"Is it good to drink’’ ? I asked. 
"It’s the finest water on earth’’, he 
said. 
“Have a drink”. 
And he got 
a cup and filled it 
for me. 
It 
was 
mighty good water. 
Cold and with­ 
out any unplea-ant mineral taste or 
odor. 
"Yes, sir”, 
I said. 
"That 
would 
’ertainly be a fine thing if they had it 
in town’’. 
“ Well, I wi-h they did”, he 
said. 
There was a note of earnestness and 
sincerity about him. "Mac” as every­ 
one calls him, is of rather light build, 
but wiry and hard of body. 
He 
is 
browned by the sun 
and 
his 
blue 
lenim overalls and shirt are soaked 
with perspiration. 
"Why so ? ” 1 queried. 
“Because it’s a big nuisance to us”, 
he said. 
"That water comes in at a 
depth of about three hundred and fif­ 
ty feet and it of course fills in 
the 
well as we go on down. 
There’s such 
a pressure of w ater down there, just 
imagine a column of water over four- 
tien hundred feet high bearing down, 


that we couldn’t tell if we did strike 
oil. 
W e’ve got the shut that water 
out first.’’ 
He went on to explain that as soon 
•as they drilled into a hard rock for 
mation, capable of bearing 
up 
the 
casing, that they would sink a cas­ 
ing which will shut out the 
w'ater. 
They will do this bq sinking a sm all­ 
er casing on the inside of the 
large 
casing and they can then 
go 
on 
down with a dry hole, of sm aller dia- 
mete.r 
Mr. Ridenour, the 
superintendent, 
showed us samples of the sands and 
form ations through which they 
have 
drilled. 
He was very optim istic and 
declared that 
the 
sands 
certainly 
seemed to indicate oil. 
The past few 
days the bit has cut down through 
a 
very fine sand. 
Thursday, the bit cut 
into a limestone form ation and when 
the well was bailed out Friday, the 
form ation was beginning to take on 
a blackish tinge. This, Mr. Riden­ 
our said, was a very favorable sign 
He expects the formation soon to be­ 
come alm ost a solid 
black 
colored 
rock. 
Then, he says, they will place 
their casing upon this rock and cut 
down through to the sand layer be­ 
low in which he says he 
expects 
to 
find oil. 
This should be at a depth of 
about eighteen hundred feet. 
If it 
isn’t found then the drilling will go 
on to a depth of at least tw'enty-five 
hundred feet and if indications are 
favorable, possibly to an even great­ 
er depth. 
At all events, he says, he’s 
going to find out 
whether 
or 
not 
there is oil there. 


And that seenis to he the real pur­ 


pose of the well. 
It is what is known 


as a Wild Cat well, a purely specula­ 


tive affair. 
There may be oil under 


ground there and there may not, but 
the only way to find out is by drill­ 
ing. 
That oil is likely to be found 
seem s quite probable from a 
survey 
: of the United States map 
showing 
the location of 
oil 
bearing 
sands. 
This map shows the stream s in which 
these sands run and one 
of 
them 
crosses underneath Southeast 
M is­ 
souri. 
But of course oil is not found 
everywhere these sands are, but only 
in pool-. 
And 
the 
purpose 
of this 
well is to find out 
whether 
or 
not 
there is such a pool underneath this 
country. 
The well is m aking 
steady 
pro­ 
gress, going down from 10 to 20 feet 
tach day, depending upon the nature 
of sand and rock through which the 
bit is passing. 
The old drilling m a­ 
terials have been discarded and new 
equipment installed. 
This equipment 
is in g >od shape and enables 
the 
work to go forward without delay. 
Some of this work is rather specu­ 
lar, the dressing of a bit, for instance. 
This process of dressing 
is quite 
a 
different one from that of dressing a 
human. 
The eight-inch steel bit is 
raised by a crane and the cutting end 
placed in a furnace and 
walled 
in. 
Then a distillate flam e is forced 
in 
with a steam blow torch and the bit 
heated to a white hot 
tem perature. 
Then the crane sw ings it 
out 
and 
around upon an anvil and the dress­ 
ing begins. 
It takes three 
men 
to 
¡dress a bit, one to operate the crane 
! and turn the bit over and over, 
the 
other two to do the actual work. One 
.stands on each side and when the bit 
is in place, they sw ing heavy sledge 
hammers and with exacting strokes, 
drive the heated metal into a 
sharp

cutting edge. 
It’s a mighty pretty 
thing to watch. 
The glowing steel, 
the men sw inging their sledges ryth- 
mically, each stroke smoothing out 
a spot until the bit is in shape. Then 
a m easuring circle is placed and any 
rough spots beaten out. 
The bit is 
then raised up by the crane and down 
into a trough of water to temper it. 
How that water hisses when the m et­ 
al strikes it. And for fifteen minutes 
the w ater sizzles and boils a 
it takes 
the heat from the steel. 
Som etim es they can drill 
a 
day 
without dressing the bit. 
Sometimes 
when cutting through hard rock, 
it 
has to be dressed several times. Two 
hits are on hand so that the work can 
go on w hile one is being dressed. 
The bailing out of the well is also 
interesting work because one never 
knows just what is coming up from 
the depths of the earth. 
First the hit 
must be 
drawn 
out. 
The 
walking 
beam is unhitched from the balance 
wheel and, the big drum with the ca­ 
ble is attached. 
The engine is plac­ 
ed in reverse and the 
steel 
cable 
starts winding up from the well. 
As 
it comes out, a stream of water clings 
to the cable makifig it shine silver in 
the sunlight as it speeds up to 
the 
top of the derrick and down to the 
drum. 
Then comes the bit, which is 
screwed into the end of a heavy steel 
plunger, some thirty feet in length. 
This plunger of course gives driving 
force to the bit. 
This 
apparatus is 
drawn to one side and secured. A hur­ 
ried change of harness is made 
and 
down into the w ell goes the bailer. 
It is like a big well bucket, twenty 
feet long with a trap door 
at 
the 
bottom to take in the cuttings from 
the bottom of the well. Down to the 
bottom it goes. 
It is raised and low­ 
ered several tim es until it is filled. 
Then the m achinery is reversed and 
up and down it comes. 
The trap is 
partly released to fill a bucket 
with 
samples of the cuttings, then 
the 
bailer is opened and 
sediment 
and 
water pour forth 
upon 
the 
water 
which spurts from 
the 
well mouth. 
And on the water is seen, the 
dark 
blur of crude oil. 
And there 
is 
a 
crude oil smell just faintly percepti­ 
ble. 
The cutting is eagerly examined. It 
is lim estone, but it is a blacker col­ 
or just as Mr. Ridenour has hoped 
for. 
And so we take leave of 
Mac 
and Foltz. the head driller, prom is­ 
ing to come back and see them again, 
and return to the car. 
And as we go 
down the road, the derrick top sinks 
out of sight behind the trees.

We know no more about oil 
or the chances of finding oil in South­ 
east Missouri than the least of you. 
but we can recognize the m aterial ad­ 
vantages which would come 
to thD 
-ection should oil be found. 
For that 
reason we say that the men who are 
putting down this well should 
have 
the support and 
encouragem ent 
of 
the community. 
Harry 
Foltz 
and 
Ray McLoughlin. the men 
actually 
in charge of the drilling, are two of 
the most skilled workers in the game 
and can command high w ages from 
any oil company in the country. They 
are working at Himmel sim ply for 
living expenses and the 
chance 
of 
sharing the well if oil is found. The 
same is true of 
Mr. Ridenour, 
the 
superintendent. They believe there is 
oil there and they are going after it. 
They believe so strongly that 
they 
are gam bling a years tim e 
on 
the 
chance. 
If they win, they wrin big. If 
they lose, they are out of their time 
and labor and the money they’ve in­ 
vested. 
W e wouldn’t advise anyone 
who isn’t well established and 
can 
absolutely afford to lose the money 
to invest in this project because it is 
wild cat speculation. 
But we do be­ 
lieve that there arc enough men 
in 
this community who could 
spare 
a 
few hundred 
dollars, 
without 
any 
hardship whatever, to aid in carrying 
through this project to its conclusion. 
They need not take any leases, they 
need not buy any stock necessarily, 
but we believe it should be worth the 
cost to them to know whether or not 
there really is oil under their land. 
For that m atter we believe that some 
civic organization could very well a f­ 
ford to take the trouble to raise a

More than twenty-three 
have looked down upon the Parthenon 
where it stands a ruin upon the rocky 
pedestal of the Acropolis of Athens. 
The 
post-Persian 
w ar 
profiteers, 


j whose great leader was Pericles, pro­ 
vided the funds to build it. 
Phidias 
was the master spirit of the work— 
¡Phidias, whose transcendent 
reputa­ 
tion as a sculptor has been able 
to 
survive, though not a single known 
example, or even a knowm fragment, 
of his own sculpture is now extant. 
The architects were 
Ictinus 
and 
Callicrates. 
It is generally surmised 
that the surviving sculpture was the 
work of pupils of 
Phidias. 
At 
all 
events the master himself had 
died 
miserably in 
prison—under 
accusa­ 
tion of impiety—before the 
marble 
blocks out of which the pediment sta­ 
tues were carved were 
brought 
to 
Athens. That, inscriptions show, was 
¡in 434 B. C., which was seven years 
after the new’ temple w’as begun on 
the foundations of 
an 
older 
and 
smaller temple. 
The Parthenon is to be restored—a 
little. It is not to be put back in the 
Tate in which Perciles left it in the 
golden age of Athens. 
It is not even 
to be put back in the state in w’hich 
the Venetian shell found it, still al 
most 
structurally 
complete, 
2134 
years after the first stone was laid. 
But some of the columns that 
have 
b,een lying prone since 
that 
shell 
found its mark are to be set up again. 
And the setting up of these 
col­ 
umns is to be a tribute from a small 
group of private citizens represent­ 
ing a country which, according to the 
greatest Greek scholar that country 
ever produced, has a population w’ith 
a spirit curiousity akin to the Athen­ 
ian spirit. 
The little group, then, is 
a group of 
Americans. 
Each 
has 
claimed the privilege of being finan­ 
cially responsible for the setting up 
>f a column—or maybe two half col­ 
umns. 
The joint offer has been 
ac­ 
cepted on behalf of the Greek govern­ 
ment by official authority in the per­ 
son of Dr. Courouniotis, chief of the 
bureau of archaeology. 
The company of Parthenon partici­ 
pators—allies of Pericles to the ex­ 
tent of each resetting up one of his 
columns—include« 
the 
following: 
Elihu Root, former secretary of state 
and of wrar; George W. Wichersham, 
former attorney general;

A 
few 
weeks 
ago 
Dr. Edward 
Capps, head of the Greek department 
of Princeton university and former 
ly minister to Greece, casually 
re 
marked to Mr. Finley at a 
dinner 
that the work of restoring the Par 
thenon columns, or such of them as 
remained practically intact, had been 
discontinued for lack of funds. 
Mr 
Finley asked the privliege of under­ 
taking to raise the needed 
amount 
w’hich wras granted. The only difficul­ 
ty was in limiting 
the 
number of 
participants, which was fixed at the 
“mystic seven” with a hope that 
it 
might be increased to nine. 
The Parthenon was begun in 447 B 
C.—thirty-two years after the final 
victories 
of 
Plataea 
and 
Mycale 
which ended for Hellas the “Persian 
Peril”. 
It was the supreme gesture 
and most magnificent expression of 
the imperial pride and local patriot 
ism of the city-state, which 
shared 
w’ith Sparta the first honors of the 
war against the Asiatic powers 
of 
Darius and Xerxes. 
The glorious memories of 
Mara 
thon and Salamis inspired that noble 
pile with its 
Doric 
colonnade 
and 
sculpture in exaltation of Athene and 
her city, but the spoil of the Persian 
contributed less to finance it than the 
profits of the exploitation of the De­ 
lian League (which was a very small 
league of nations), the tribute levied 
upon the weaker powers of 
Greece, 
and the far-flung Athenian trade Dp- 
on the sea. 
A thousand years 
the 
Parthenon 
stood intact, through all the 
wrars 
which Sparta had w’ith Thebes, 
thru 
the w’ars of Alexander and his gen­ 
erals, through the wars of the 
Ro­ 
mans, past great Caesar’s time and 
far into the age when the mere name 
of Caesar had 
become an 
imperial 
title. 
At last the 
gods 
of Greece 
and 
Rome were quite dead—slain by the 
new religion that came up out of Ju­ 
daea. 
Then, some time in the fifth 
century after Christ, 
men 
removed 
from the temple at Athene the colos­ 
sal statue of ivory and gold which 
wras its proudest possession and the 
illustrious 
work 
of 
Phidias* 
own 
hand. They turned the temple into a 
Christian church. 
Yet 
these 
early 
Christians were not utterly unmind­ 
ful of the ejected goddess of w’isdom. 
The church in the Parthenon wras de­ 
dicated to St. Sophia. 
Still 
into 
the 
next 
century, it 
seems, there lingered a certain 
re­ 
spect for tradition—even pagan tra­ 
dition. 
Then 
the 
Parthenon, 
the 
maidens house of the virgin Goddess 
Athene, became the 
church 
of 
the 
Virgin Mother of God, she whom the 
French call Notre Dame. 
In 
Greek 
the name was Theotokos. 
The pity is the sixth century Chris­ 
tians were not so respectful of 
the 
masterpiece of Doris architecture. To 
give the Greek temple churchly form 
they 
removed 
the 
inner 
columns 
which adorned the cella and took off 
the roof of mable tiles 
thru 
w’hich 
the southern sunlight had used to fil­ 
ter into the cool inner chamber. They 
spoiled the 
outer colonnade 
at 
the 
east by sticking 
on 
an 
apse, they 
meddled further with the classical in­ 
terior arrangements, and they dam­ 
aged 
in 
the 
process 
many of the 
sculptures wrhich were the pride 
of 
antiquity and an irreplaceable part 
of the artistic heritage of the ages.

ers in 1676—just one hundred years

It had survived the 
discovery 
of 
America almost two 
hundred year3 
when (in 1687) a Venetian force, un­ 
der Morosini, bombarded the Acropo­ 
lis in the attem pt 
to 
dislodge 
the 
Turks. 
At that time gunpowder was 
; stored in the Parthenon. 
One of the 
Morosini’s shells exploded the 
pow­ 
der, blew off the roof—which w’as not 
the original roof—and threw down 
many columqp at the 
sides. 
Later, 
when he got into the town, Morosini 
damaged the sculpture 
further 
by 
trying to take down from the 
west 
pediment the marble chariot of Ath- 
After the Venetians 
withdrew 


the Turks set up 
a 
small 
mosque 
among the ruins and in 
ruins 
the 
Parthenon continued for 
a 
century 
more, with very little happening to it 
except gradual decay and progress­ 
ive denudation by vandals. 
In 1801 Lord Elgin, a Scottish no­ 
bleman, obtained from the Ottoman 
authorities a firman permitting him 
to make casts and drawings, to pull 
down standing buildings, where ne­ 
cessary, and 
to 
remove 
sculpture. 
Some of the sculpture he found 
on 
the ground or inside of, or even built 
into Turkish houses. 
Some he took 
down from -from the 
still 
standing 
part of 
the 
old 
temple. 
What he 
chiefly took away, as all the world 
knows, were the carvings represent­ 
ing 
the 
Panathenaic 
Procession— 
those which are now preserved in the 
British Museum and are 
called 
so 
preposterously 
the 
Elgin 
marbles. 
There are, by the way, other 
origi­ 
nal sculptures from the temple lodg­ 
ed in other museums—in the Louvre, 
for instance, and in Copenhagn. The 
Danes had their opportunity as col­ 
lectors when the .royal house of Den­ 
mark wras supplying the infant mod­ 
ern Greek monarchy with a line 
of 
Nordic kings. 
Under the republic, which has 
re­ 
placed that monarchy since the war 
tumbled so many crowms in the dust, 
there is an even 
intenser 
national 
spirit in Greece than before. 
That 
spirit naturally leans heavily on 
the 
prestige of the old Hellenic civiliza­ 
tion and sets great store by its mon 
uments. 
The Acropolis has for some 
time ceased to be a mine for build- 
ng material and become a national 
preserve. 
Certain restorations have 
already 
been undertaken there. For instance, 
the 
Greek 
Archaeological 
Society 
some time ago restored the Propylaea 
and did it with “good taste and self- 
ontrol”. 
The architect who did the 
job was Nicholas Belanos of Athens, 
and the archaeological society w’as so 
encouraged that it set on foot a sim- 
lar wrork 
for 
the Parthenon. 
Mr. 
Belanos was again entrusted w’ith the 
task, w’hich got as far as the 
con- 
truction of scaffolding and the lift­ 
ing into place of a few’ members when 
the money gave out and the 
work 
discontinued. 
It is this work which the fund sub­ 
scribed by the Americans in the new 
Parthenon column participation will 
presently see set going 
again 
and 
push to completion. 
Though 
they 
have 
been 
lying 
where they fell for 250 
years, 
the 
marble drums of the columns 
are 
generally, Mr. Belanos’ examination 
how’s, in good condition. 
The great 
marble beams which joined the col­ 
umns above are 
often 
broken, but 
they can be raised and secured with 
concealed steel bars. 
The plan does 
not contemplate any more 
restora­ 
tion than is involved in putting back 
in place what is still left of the ori­ 
ginal structure fit to be put back.

The thing of most interest in A r­ 
row Rock today is the Old Tavern. It 
s a treasure house of historical relics 
ind papers.

Tavern

•on, of bricks by his slaves on

present site of the building. 
Arrow 
Rock was then in its 
heydey. 
The 
town was a great steam boat center, 
«very boat ascending the river mak 
ing a stop there. 
The Sante Fe trail, 
running from Old Franklin through 
to Sante Fe New Mexico, over which 
wagon trains passed, ran through the 
the pony express and 
hundreds 
of 
town, passing in front of the tavern 
doors. 
So, it was natural, the tavern 
should bestow its 
hospitality 
upon 
some famous 
characters 
for 
the 
night. 
W ashington Irving, K it C ar­ 
son and L afayette all were harbored 
within its walls and practically all of 
the men famous in the history of the 
state, stopped there a t one 
tim e 
or 
another. 
Today, its hospitality is 
no 
less 
known. 
The State of Missouri dur­ 
ing the adm inistration of 
Governor 
Hyde, bought the Old Tavern, which, 
since the day of its opennig, had been 
continually serving the public, and 
delivered it into the hands of the D. 
A. R’s. to restore and preserve as a 
historic landm ark for future genera­ 
tions. 
The 
D. A. R’s. 
have made 


the restoration and hte tavern now is 
igain serving the public. It has gain­ 
'd, rath er than lost, in charm . The 
»Id bricks seem the 
same, the 
old 
block in front from which the slaves 
were sold, is the same, as is the tav- 
i rn sign and the fish w eather 
vane 
whcih tw irls about on top 
varying 
with the wind. 
But within, there is 
a marked dierenee. 
Gone are 
the 
dingy old walls, the dirt 
and 
the 
grime of years. 
But all is in keep­ 
ing with the pioneer period. The wall 
paper and furnishings are moat 
a t­ 
tractive. 
And one finds all of 
the 
historic old relics. 
In the rest room are old firearm s, 
belonging to Daniel Boone, Governor 
Jackson and other notables. 
There 
ire spinning wheels, lod desks, chairs, 
tables, samples, quilts and old-fash­ 
ioned furniture of all sorts. 
There is 
i feahterisl head band belonging to 
the Indian Chief, Geronimo. There is 
t huge pistol, which was built in Lon­ 
don for the pirate, Captain Kill. This 
pistol is inlaid with gold and silver 
and at one time was set with twelve 
diamonds. 
The stones are gone from 
their settings, but you may see they 
were there. 
The pistol is valued by 
its owner at $1200. 
There are sever­ 
al original paintings by the 
famous 
artist, Bingham. 
There are powder 
horns and flasks. 
There are the old 
saddle hags and medicine cases of Dr. 
Sappington. 
The walls are covered 
with antiques, all labeled and 
over 
which one can spend many hours of 
fascinated study. 
The tables in the dinnig room, the 
silver, and the dishes are all of the 
period.

T ip p in g the trees in height, stand* 
tha derrick of the oil well which is be­ 
ing sunk one mile south of Himmel. 
It events stran g e to see the top 
of 
that derrick rising above 
the trees 
'o u t in th a t country where, not many 
years ago, the w ater stood over ev­ 
erything form ing one great, alm ost 
im penetrable swam p, 
out 
of which 
g rea t cypress, gun« and w ater oaks 
reared their heads. 
S nakes sported 
lazily about in the w ater. 
Clouds of 
mosquitoes darkened the air, 
bears, 
wolves, panthers and wild life of all 
kinds found a h ap p y refuge in the re* 


c i m c s of the swamps. 
Now the old sw am p 
is 
drained. 
Gone is the w ater and the wild life. 
Gone too is the virgin tim ber, but the 
country is still 
wild 
and 
desolate 
looking. 
Scrub oak has replaced the 
old tim ber and it is in the midst of 
this second grow th tim ber th a t 
the 
Himmel Oil derrick is placed. As you 
leave the lonely lane from which you 
first catch sight of the derrick, you 
drop down upon the flat of the 
old 
sw am p bed, black gumbo, sttll dam p 
and clingy, and for a moment the tim ­ 
ber shuts out sight of the derrick. 
But you hear a steady b-lump, 
b- 
lump, b-lump. 
Then as you come in ­ 
to the clearing, you see the drillei* 
at work. 
The b-lump, b-lump, b-lump 
is caused by the fall of the walking 
beam upon the header as it 
raises 
and lets the huge steel bit drop into 
the well. 
This w alking beam is 
a 
huge 
oak 
tim ber, 
tw enty 
feet in 
length and some three feet square. It 
is pivoted in the center and is con­ 
nected 
to 
a 
huge 
balance 
wheel, 
which, as it revolves, causes the w alk­ 
ing beam to pivot up and down. Each 
tim e it comes up, 
it raises 
the bit 
some four or five feet in

well, 
then, as it descend©*, 
the bit drives 
down into the rock and sand. 
The bit 
is suspended upon an inch steel c a ­ 
ble, th a t unwind* 
from

spool upon the other side of the d er­ 
rick, and stretches up to the top of 
the derrick and there over a pulley 
and down through a governing clamp 
into the well. 
As the bit eats down 


into th e rock, the governing clam p is 
opened to let the cable down deeper 
into the well. 
This is kept regulated 
by the drillers

PARTHENON COLUMNS 
TO RISE AGAIN 


More than twenty-three 
have looked down upon the Parthenon 
where it stands a ruin upon the rocky 
fiedestal of the Acropolis of Athens. 
The 
post-Persian 
war 
profiteers, 
whose great leader was Pericles, pro­ 
vided the fund* to build it. 
Phidias 
was the master spirit of the work— 
Phidias, whose transcendent 
reputa­ 
tion as a sculptor has been able 
to 
survive, though not a single known 
example, or even a known fragment, 
of his own sculpture is now extant. 
The architects w'cre 
Ictinus 
and 
Callicrates. 
It is generally surmised 
that the surviving sculpture wa* the 
work of pupil* of 
Phidias. 
At 
all 
events the master himself had 
died 
miserably in 
prison—under 
accusa­ 
tion of impiety—before the 
marble 
blocks out of which the pediment sta­ 
tues were carved were 
brought 
to 
Athens. That, inscriptions show, was 
in 434 B, C., which was seven years 
after the new temple was begun on 
•the foundations of 
an 
older 
and 
! smaller temple. 
The Parthenon is to be restored—a 
! little. It is not to be put back in the 
; tate in which Pcrciles left it in the 
golden age of Athens. It is not even 
to be put back in the state in which 
the Venetian shell found it, still al­ 
most 
structurally 
complete, 
2134 
years after the first stone was laid. 
But some of the columns that 
have 
been lying prone since 
that 
shell 
found its mark are to be set up again. 
And the setting up of these 
col­ 
umns Is to be a tribute from a small 
group of private citizens represent­ 
ing a country which, according to the 
greatest Greek scholar that country 
ever produced, has a population with 
a spirit curiousity akin to the Athen­ 
ian spirit. 
The little group, then, is 
a group of 
Americans. 
Each 
has 
claimed the privilege of being finan­ 
cially responsible for the setting up 
f a column—or maybe two half col­ 
umns. 
The joint offer has been 
ac- 
epted on behalf of the Greek govern­ 
ment by official authority in the per­ 
son of Dr. Courouniotis, chief of the 
bureau of archaeology. 
The company of Parthenon partici­ 
pators—allies of Pericles to the ex­ 
tent of each resetting up one of his 
columns—includes 
the 
following: 
Elihu Root, former secretary of state 
and of war; George W. Wichersham, 
former attorney general; 
Paul 
I). 
Cravath 
and 
Harrison 
Williams, 
jointly; Cass Gilbert, architect and at 
the moment president of the Nation­ 
al Academy of Design; William 
J. 
Wilgus, engineer, who turned a long 
streak of railway yards in New York 
into an avenue of 
palaces;

Tiffany, whose relation to the arts is

new Gennadion, the library added to

centuries Studios in Athens.

few 
weeks 
ago 
Dr. Edward 
Capps, head of the Greek department 
of Princeton university and former­ 
ly minister to Greece, casually 
re­ 
marked to Mr. Finley at a 
dinner 
that the work of restoring the Par­ 
thenon columns, or such of them as 
remained practicnlly intact, had been 
discontinued for lack of funds. 
Mr. 
Finley asked the privilege of under­ 
taking to raise the needed 
amount, 
whirh was granted. The only difficul­ 
ty was in limiting 
the 
number of 
participants, which was fixed at the 
“mystic seven” with a hope that 
it 
might J>e increased to nine. 
The Parthenon was begun in 447 B. 
C.—thirty-two years after the final 
victories 
of 
Plataea 
and 
Mycale 
which ended for Hellas the "Persian 
Peril”. 
It was the supreme gesture 
and most magnificent expression of 
the imperial pride and local patriot­ 
ism of the city-state, which 
shared 
with Sparta the first honors of the 
war against the Asiatic powers 
of 
Darius and Xerxes. 
The glorious memories of 
Mara­ 
thon and Salamis inspired that noble 
pile with its 
Doric 
colonnade 
and 
sculpture in exaltation of Athene and 
her city, but the spoil of the Persian 
contributed less to finance it than the 
profits of the exploitation of the De­ 
lian League (which was a very small 
league of nations), the tribute levied 
upon the weaker powers of 
Greece, 
and the far-flung Athenian trade Up­ 
on the sea. 
A thousand years 
the 
Parthenon 
stood intact, through all the 
wars 
which Sparta had with Thebes, 
thru 
the wars of Alexander and his gen­ 
erals, through the wars of the 
Ro­ 
mans, past great Caesar’s time and 
i’ar into the age w’hen the mere name 
of Caesar had 
become an 
imperial 
title. 
At last the 
gods 
of Greece 
and 
Rome were quite dead—slain by the 
new religion that came up out of Ju­ 
daea. 
Then, some time in the fifth 
century after Christ, 
men 
removed 
from the temple at Athene the colos­ 
sal statue of ivory and gold which 
was its proudest possession and the 
illustrious 
work 
of 
Phidias’ 
own 
hand. They turned the temple into a 
Christian church. 
Yet 
these 
early 
Christians were not utterly unmind­ 
ful of the ejected goddess of wisdom. 
The church in the Parthenon was de­ 
dicated to St. Sophia. 
Still 
into 
the 
next 
century, it 
seems, there lingered a certain 
re­ 
spect for tradition—even pagan tra ­ 
dition. 
Then 
the 
Parthenon, 
the 
maidens house of the virgin Goddess 
Athene, became the 
church 
of 
the 
Virgin Mother of God, she whom the 
French call Notre Dame. 
In 
Greek 
the name was Theotokos. 
The pity is the sixth century Chris­ 
tians were not so respectful of 
the 
masterpiece of Doris architecture. To 
give the Greek temple churchly form 
they 
removed 
the 
inner 
columns 
which adorned the cella and took off 
the roof of mable tiles 
thru 
which 
the southern sunlight had used to fil­ 
ter into the cool inner chamber. They 
spoiled the 
outer colonnade 
at the 
east by sticking 
on 
an 
apse, they 
meddled further with the classical in­ 
terior arrangements, and they dam­ 
aged 
in 
the 
process 
many of the 
sculptures which were the pride 
of 
antiquity and an irreplaceable part 
of the artistic heritage of the ages 
Some eight hundred years 
more 
elapsed before anything very serious 
happened to 
further 
mar the relic. 
Even when the Moslem Turks captur­ 
ed Athens, in 1456, 
and 
promptly 
changed the church into a 
mosque, 
they did nothing beyond adding 
a 
minaret—which was a grotesque ex­ 
crescence only, 
With 
the 
minaret 
the Parthenon is described by travel­ 
ers in 1676—just one hundred years 
before our Declaration of Independ- 
: ence. 
It had survived the 
discovery 
of 
America almost two 
hundred years 
when (in 1687) a Venetian force, un­ 
der Morosini, bombarded the Acropo­ 
lis in the attem pt 
to 
dislodge 
the 
Turks. 
At that time gunpowder was 
stored in the Parthenon. 
One of the 
Morosini’s shells exploded the 
pow­ 
der, blew off the roof—which was not 
the original roof—and threw down 
many columi^ at the 
sides. 
Later, 
when he got into the town, Morosini 
damaged the sculpture 
further 
by 
trying to take down from the 
west 
pediment the marble chariot of Ath­ 
ens, 
After the Venetians 
withdrew 


the Turks set up 
a 
small 
mosque 
among the ruins and in 
ruins 
the 
Parthenon continued for 
a 
century 
more, with very little happening to it 
xcept gradual decay and progress­ 
ive denudation by vandals. 
In 1801 Lord Elgin, a Scottish no­ 
bleman, obtained from the Ottoman 
authorities a firman permitting him 
to make casts and drawings, to pull 
iown standing buildings, where ne­ 
cessary, and 
to 
remove 
sculpture. 
Some of the sculpture he found 
on 
the ground or inside of, or even built 
nto Turkish houses. 
Some he took 
down from from the 
still 
standing 
part of 
the 
old 
temple. 
What he 
chiefly took away, as all the world 
knows, were the carvings represent­ 
ing 
the 
Panathenaic 
Procession— 
those which are now preserved in the 
British Museum and are 
called 
so 
preposterously 
the 
Elgin 
marbles. 
There are, by the way, other 
origi­ 
nal sculptures from the temple lodg­ 
ed in other m useum s—in the Louvre, 
for instance, and in Copenhagn. The 
Danes had their opportunity as col­ 
lectors when the .royal house of Den­ 
mark was supplying the infant mod­ 
ern Greek monarchy with a line 
of 
Nordic kings. 
Under the republic, which has 
re- 
f laced that monarchy since the war 
tumbled so many crowns in the dust, 
there is an even 
intenser 
national 
spirit in Greece than before. 
That 
spirit naturally leans heavily on 
the 
prestige of the old Hellenic civiliza­ 
tion and sets great store by its mon­ 
uments. 
The Acropolis has for some 
time ceased to be a mine for build­ 
ing m aterial and become a national 
preserve. 
Certain restorations have 
already 
been undertaken there. For instance, 
the 
Greek 
Archaeological 
Society 
some time ago restored the Propylaea 
and did it with “good taste and self- 
control” . 
The architect who did the 
job was Nicholas Bolanos of Athens, 
and the archaeological society was so 
encouraged that it set on foot a sim­ 
ilar w'ork 
for 
the Parthenon. 
Mr. 
Belanos was again entrusted with the 
task, which got as far as the 
con­ 
struction of scaffolding and the lift­ 
ing into place of a few members when 
the money gave out and the 
work 
discontinued. 
It is this W'ork which the fund sub­ 
scribed by the Americans in the new 
Parthenon column participation will 
presently see set going 
again 
and 
push to completion. 
Though 
they 
have 
been 
lying 
where they fell for 250 
years, 
the 
marble drums of the columns 
are 
generally, Mr. Belanos’ examination 
shows, in good condition. 
The great 
marble beams which joined the col 
umns above are 
often 
broken, but 
they can be raised and secured with 
concealed steel bars. 
The plan does 
not contemplate any more 
restora­ 
tion than is involved in putting back 
in place what is still left of the ori­ 
ginal structure fit to be put back.
